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Factor 1: The records do not concern the operations or activities of the 
Federai Government. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.10(k)(2)(i). 

Factor 2: Disciosure of the requested records would not be 
meaningfully informative about government operations or activities in 
order to be likely to contribute to an increased public understanding of 
those operations or activities. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.10(k)(2)(ii). 

Factor 3: The disclosure of information would not contribute to the 
understanding of a reasonably broad audience of persons interested in 
the subject, as opposed to the understanding of the individual 
understanding of the requester. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.10(k)(2)(iii). 

Factor 4: The public’s understanding of the subject in question would 
not be enhanced by the disclosure to a significant extent.

Additionally, the payment of 
pertinent fees may apply to your request. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (a)(4)(A)(viii).
